2. The Bulgarian Commmists will probably compromige on the above claims but 
ara now delaying the Balken Federation discussions and proposing a Limited 
agreement om a custome and currency union and close cooperation in the 
aconomic, cultural, military and political spheres. 


3. Stella Blagosva whe abtended the Inter-Parliamentary Conference im Cairo, 
ia now Jn Moacow to present the Bulgerian case. Hristo Kaleyjiey and Viedinie 
Yopltomev, representing the Bulgarian Polltbure, are charged with special 
vesponsibliities in the Balkan Fedevation problem. The latter is reported 
te have attended a secrat mocting with Nikelacs Zachariedes and other 
Gxveek and Albanian Commrniste at Mourt Kajwakchealan. 
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
